Claims 7-15 and 17-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a method/system for chip design comprising a 
multi-supply protect device identified as "ESDxx" being coupled between pairs of power 
and ground rails, particularly for at least two different power supplies. The coupling is 
subject to placement constraints which consider wire width and resistance.
